LONGEST SESSION 


OF LEGISLATURE 


IN HISTORY ENDS 


CUTTING COST OF STATE 
GOVERNMENT WAS SESSION'S 


CHIEF ACCOMPLISHMENT 


AUSTIN, June 2.—(/P)-The legis- 
lature wai in adjournment today 
after the longest continuous ses- 
sion in history, 143 days. 
It had reduced the 
appropri- 
ations 25 per cent under expend- 
itures authorized by the 
42nd 


legislature. However, 
the 
law- 
maker! had turned a deaf ear to 
Governor Miriam A. Ferguson's 
plea that they find a new source 
of revenue to relieve those who 
at this time are assessed under 
the ad valorem system. 


There wai only 
one 
revenue 
measure sent to the governor and 
It levied a tax on oil and Intan- 
gible assets of pipe lines. Under 
its terms a tax of two centa per 
barrel would be levied on oil, as 
compared with two per cent of 
the Bale value of the oil at this 
time. 


The state'* financial condition 
still was a matter of concern to 
the governor but she was not 
aided by the legislature in an ef- 
fort to take care of that situ- 
ation, she believed. 


Appropriations for government 
support were 
reduced 
approxi- 


mately $13,000,000 from $48,000,000 
to $33,000.000. That was the chief 
accomplishment of the legislature, 
a reduction of approximately one- 
fourth in the cost of government. 
The legislature had planned to 
quit at noon, but was unable to 
get away until shortly before 5 
p. m., because of the delay in 
preparing bills and resolutions for 
signature of the presiding offic- 
ers. 
Died On Calendars. 


Bills to regulate public utilities, 
to increase the tax on natural gas, 
to levy a high tax on chain stores 
to abolish the 
"ready-to-serve" 
charge of gas utilities, to require 
printing of 'public 
school text 
books, to repeal the Robertson 
Insurance law and to reorganize 
the government were among pro- 
posals that died on the calendars 
of the respective houses.

Removal of the prolate bankers 
exemption from the capital loss 
deduction provision of last year's 
revenue act, and denying the in- 
dividual the right to take up on 
his personal return the distribu- 
tive share of any partnership loss- 
es, $15,000,000. 
Increase of one half cent a gal- 
lon in the gasoline tax, $62,000,00. 
The Harrison program elimin-
